plan to discard arms. 

The optimism wu reft cc ted u for 
nway tu Moscow where tho Bovcm- 
mcnt newspaper Itveatll declared 
the work of tho Unltfld NoUona end 
lorelRn mlnlatero council hero had 
been "IniUrul" nnd "flubaUntlftl," 
The paper said that "one car lot 
tall to see a aututantlal kchlevemcnt 
bcnellttlns tho causa of Intema- 
Uoncil pence."

Court Ruling 
Upholds City 
Drinking Law 

BOISE:, bee. 14 UPi—A three-to- 
two opinion by the state supreme 
court today upheld the validity ot 
VBolsD city ordinance making It a 
misdemeanor to "drink any Intoxi- 
cating liquor of any kind' In a put>- 
llc place. 

The ruling was on an appeal by 
Attorney J. D. Muuer of Boise who 
last Jan. II annouhccd his Inten- 
tion to take a drink of whisky In 
the coffee shop of the Hotel Boise 
In order to Initiate a court case to 
test Idaho's liquor laws. Musser took 
the drink in tho presence of city 
police officers who immediately ar- 
rested him. 

The majority opinion by Justice 
Alfred Budge vsm concurred In by 
JusUco Raymond L. Olvena and 
District Judge D. H. Sutphen of 
Oooding, who woa sitting tor Chief 
Justice James 7. Altshle. 

The dissenting opinion by Justice 
Edwin M. Holdcn,- concurred in by 
JusU;e Dert Miller, held that tho 
supreme court ahould not have poA- 
ed upon the constitutionality of tho 
anU-drlnkIng ordlruince, 

Bolden declared that the "Judg- 
ment, nevertheless, should bo af- 
firmed becouse there U no conflict 
between the ordinance" and a 1P33 
liquor act. 

Holdcn's semi -dluen ting opinion 
noted that "the majority opinion 
Bxprewly holds tho legislature has 
not legislated upon the subject of 
drinking Intoxicating liquor In a 
public place. The general law Is 
silent upon thU subject. There U 
theretore no conflict l>etween tho 
general law and * the municipal 
ordinance."

■What proov lia^e we that a county 
superintendent going Into ottlce 
through the back door by way of 
trusleca and a board would be a 
more efficient officer, or Ircer from 
presaure and politics? We mlffht also 
question the value of a prooeduro 
that would keep the county aupcrln- 
tendent In attlce Indcflnllcly. 

He Is a qualllkd teacher, working 
directly with people and If he were 
thrown back into the educational 
stream every four or eight years, ho 
ought to be able to Inject Into the 
teaching world a much-needed dem- 
ocratic splrlL We have an undcmo- 



cratlo Idea that because some teach- 
er steps Into an office for a tew yean 
he has become superior, and that If 
he again were required to teach In 
cUisrooms, he would aomehow have 
become decrnded. Nothing could be 
(arther from the truth. It ukei 
many kindi of qnalltlea to nin 
educational syiirm. but no one 
auperlor to the teiclier who works 
dally with children. More exchange 
of posltlon.1 Li needed, not le,^. 

The stronjrst ohJecUoa to soclsl- 
lied medicine is that doctors may 
become arrogani and Indifferent.
